The death of Beveridge left

Beveridge first came into national 
prominence shortly after his election 
to tin* F. S.. senate in 1899. Follow­ 
ing his election he immediately made 
a trip to the 
Philippine 
Islands 
where he studied conditions. 
A few months later lie aslonished 
lin* senate with an eloquent speech 
in support of 
the administration s 
policy in the Philippines, and 
im­ 
mediately gained fame as an orator. 
Perhaps known best for his 
elo­ 
quence which 
stirred politics 
for 
more than a score of years, Bever­ 
idge will long he remembered as the 
author of “ the Li 1 © oí » John 
M ar­ 
shall,” a hook which has become 
a 
classic among contributions to

political history of

where there was an ¿ outbreak last 
fall, may pick up the infection early 
this summer. The temptation which 
most farmers will meet is “ I 
will 
just wait until the y oung est 
litter 
farrowed is old enough to v accin­ 
ate. ” What are 
y our 
conditions? 
Consult y our v eterinarian. It 
may 
be more adv isable for y ou to v ac­ 
cinate y our y oung pigs 10 day s or 
two weeks before weaning. 


Éb Su rplu s of Seed Com 
Few Rush county farmers 
hav e 
a surplus of seed corn this 
y ear. 
Reports during the past two weeks 
indicate that many farmers are driv ­ 
ing to nearby counties in search of 
satisfactory seed corn. Others are 
writing to adjoining states. It 
was 
the general opinion last fall 
that 
seed corn would be plentiful. As a 
result few farmers stored more than 
the required amount for their farms. 
Six ty -fiv e percent of Rush county 
farmers would gladly pay a reason­ 
able price for first class seed, adap­ 
ted to their conditions, rather than 
go to the crib, as they did last y ear. 
Farmers testing corn from the crib 
for seed are throwing out from 50 
to 7 0 percent, because of disease or 
weak germination. 
Rush county needs at least 
four 
seed corn men per township, 
each 
field selecting and properly storing 
15,000 or more cars of seed 
corn 
each fall. This would only 
plant 
approx imately 30 percent of 
our 
acreage. 
If the Rush County 
Boy ’s 
Corn 
Club, sponsored by 
the 
Rush ville 
business men, conv ey s this idea 
to 
only five boy s per y ear, the effects 
of those interested in corn improv e­ 
ment in Rush county will be 
justi­ 
fied. Why should Rush county 
not 
hav e the reputation in future y ears 
as being a county where high qual­ 
ity germinating seed corn can be se­ 
cured of reputable growers?

Enforcing Speed Law 


The suggestion in the Daily Re­ 
publican that the automobile 
speed 
laws needed enforcement q uite 
as 
much as the ordinance 
regulating 
the “ stop and go” signals at 
street 
intersections, drew a reply from the 
chief of police that the police force 
was without means to catch speed­ 
ers. 
While it is true that the 
police 
ai'i* not (“q uipped to compel automo­ 
bile driv ers to observ e the law regu­ 
lating speed, tin* tact still remains 
that the statute is being v iolated 
and that this condition should not he 
permitted to ex isi. It the police 
are 
not responsible for failure to 
en­ 
force the law, 
through 
lack 
of 
means to do it, then tin* responsibil­ 
ity belongs on other city officials. 
It is reported that the police hav e 
asked the council for a motor 
v e­ 
hicle of some sort to he used m ob­ 
taining ev idence of speed law v iola­ 
tio ns. It' the council refuses, 
the 
failure to compel motorists to driv e 
within certain limits of speed must 
be charged up to the council. 
A motorcy cle should he sufficient 
for this purpose. It is said 
that 
there has been a req uest for the po­ 
lice department for an automobile, 
but that the council 
looks 
with 
doubt upon such an inv estment, ev ­ 
idently tearing that the automobile 
might prov e a temptation that could 
not be resisted— that it might 
be 
put to other uses than city business. 
That is a matter for the council 
t<> decide. It does not change 
the 
complex ion of tin* problem of 
en­ 
forcing speed laws. 
A mere req uest that automobile 
driv ers strictly observ e the law will 
not obtain the resn+U sought. 
The 
fear of pay ing a line is the 
only 
thing that will 
slow up the driv er 
who insists on driv ing at an ex cess­ 
ive rate. And the police assert they 
are helpess without a motor vehicle. 
So if the speed laws arc to he en­ 
forced, the council ev idently 
will 
hav e to do something.

S t a t e s senator from Indiana, at 
his 
home in Indianapolis was a distinct 
shock. The fact that he was 
criti­ 
cally ill, or ev en in failing 
health, 
was kept from the ouhlie. 
Senator Bev eridge had a stormy 
political career, 
but 
in 
recent 
y ears, he had been living in 
com­ 
parativ e secjiision, 
retired. 
from 
public life to the calm and unper­ 
turbed ex istence of a writer. For al-.. 
most two score y ears Mr. Bev eridge 
was identified closely with the politi­ 
cal life of Indiana. 
He began making political speech­ 
es in 18 8 4 immediately alter taking 
up the practice of law in 
Indiana 
and he wa> a figure in politics until 
19 22 when defeated for the 
senate 
by Samuel M. Ralston, democrat. 
Mr. Bev eridge was fond of 
re­ 
calling, on the occasion of 
ev ery 
public appearance in Rushv ille, that 
lie made his first political speech in 


R ush ■county . There is no record <d 
the number of 
tim es he sp o k e 
in 
Ruslnille, and elsewhere 
in 
the 
county . He was la^t heard here 
two 
\e a r s ago wiieu be ¡» poke at 
the 


Main Street Christian church 
on 
“ The Bible as 
Good 
Literature”, 
under the auspices of the local post 
of the American Legion. 
Mr. Bev eridge’s life is but another 
ex ample of the future that lies be­ 
fore any ambitious y oung man. Born 
of poor parents, he knew great pri­ 
v ations as a y outh, but 
undaunted 
and ov ercoming obstacles that might 
hav e turned aside the less courag­ 
eous, he obtained a college educa­ 
tion. After fifteen y ears as a work­ 
er in the ranks, Mr. Bev eridge was 
honored 
by the republicans of 
I n­ 
diana with the nomination for U. S. 
senator and he was elected in 18 9 9 . 
His first speech 011 the 
Philippines 
won for him immediate 
attention, 
because of its oratorical merit. 
Mr. 
Bev eridge’s chief claim 
to 
fame, 
howev er, lay in the work of his later 
y ears as a writer, his most

TJT7’ASHINGTON—It is still true 
* 
that a great many Chinese re­ 
gard the United States as a true 
friend. 
Only a couple of y ears ago the 
head Chinese officials of about 20 
v illages around Tientsin erected a 
monument and an inscribed tablet 
in honor of the American forces 
and in appreciation of their protec­ 
tion of the area from the disorgan­ 
ized troops of General Wu Pei-Fu. 
Wu had taken a bad trimming 
from 
Chang 
Tso-lin, 
the 
Man­ 
churian war lord, at Shanhaikuan 
and it appears that the Fifteenth 
Infantry stepped in and sav ed the 
Chinese from pillage at the hands 
of his disbanded troops. 
Under the treaty , armed Chinese 
troops are prohibited from coming 
within two miles of the foreign 
concessions of Tientsin. 
The Fifteenth Infantry , the prin­ 
cipal component unit of our sol­ 
diers in China, stepped out in 1924 
and took the field to prev ent Wu's 


remnants from v iolating the proto­ 
col, and its lines spread ov er the 
20 v illages mentioned at 
a time 
when v illages outside the lines are 
said to hav e been looted. 
Subseq uently the Chinese civil 
leaders in the sav ed territory pre­ 
sented the monument and tablet 
with elaborate ceremonies. 
Major 
General William D. Connor, who 
now commands the Second Div ision 
at Fort Sam Houston, accepted with 
a speech in Chinese. 
One of the Chinese speakers ex ­ 
pressed himself as follows: 
“May it be the pleasure of y our 
great and glorious nation alway s to 
leav e these troops in Tientsin, 
a 
necessary protection for the Chi­ 
nese from themselv es.” 
At that time, presumably , the 
Chinese had little hopes that 
a 
strong National army might come 
up from the south to promise them 
freedom from banditry and military 
pillage. 
Ev en in these day s, how­ 
ev er. many of them probably hav e 
little objection to the presence of 
troops in Tientsin.

Enforcing Speed Law 


The suggestion in the Daily. Kc- 


publican that the automobile speed 
Jaws needed enforcement quite 
as 


much as the ordinance regulating 
the "slop and go" signals at street 
intersections, drew a reply from the 
chief of police that the police force 
was without means to catch speed- 
ers. 


While it is true that the 
police 


arc not equipped to compel automo- 
bile drivers to observe the law regu- 
lating speed, the fact still remains 
that the statute is being violated 
and that this condition should not be 
permitted to exist. Jf the police are 
not responsible for failure to 
en- 


force the law, through lack 
of 


means to do it, then the responsibil- 
ity belongs on other city officials. 


It is reported that the police have 


asked the council for a motor ve- 
hicle of some sort to be used in ob- 
taining evidence of speed law viola- 
tions. If the council refuses, 
the 


failure to compel motorists to drive 
within certain limits of speed must 
foe charged up to the council. 


A motorcycle should be sufficient 


i'or this purpose. It is said 
that 


there has been a i-c<[ucst for the po- 
lice department i'or an automobile, 
but that the council 
looks with 


doubt upon such an investment, ev- 
idently fearing that the automobile 
might prove a temptation that could 
not be resisted—tliat it might be 
put to other uses than city business. 


That is a matter i'or the council 


to decide. It docs not change 
the 


complexion of the problem of 
en- 


forcing speed laws. 


A more re-quest that automobile 


drivers strictly observe the law will 
not obtain the results sought. The 
fear of paying a line is the 
only 


tiling Dial will slow lip the driver 
who insists on driving at an cxcess- 


„ ivc rate. Ami the police assert they 


are helpess without a motor vehicle. 
So if the speed laws arc to be en- 
forced, the council evidently 
will 


have to do something. 


Albert J. Beveridge 


The announcement, of the death of 


lAlbcrt J- Beveridge, former United 
Stales senator from Indiana, at his 
home in Indianapolis was a distinct 
shock. The fact that he was criti- 
cally ill, or even in failing health, 


s was kept from' the <iublic. 


Senator Beveridge had a stormy 


political career, 
but 
in 
recent 


years, he had been living in com- 
parative seclusion, retired 
from 


public life to the calm and unper- 
turbed existence of a writer. For al-.. 
most two score years Mr. Beveridge 
was identified closely with the politi- 
cal life of Indiana. 


He began making political speech- 


es in 1884 immediately after taking 
up the practice of law in 
Indiana 


and he was a figure in politics until 
3(t£> when defeated for the senate 
by Samuel M. Kalston, democrat, 


Mr. Beveridge was fond of 
re- 


calling, on the occasion of 
every 


public appearance in Rushville, that 
he made his first political speech in 
Uiish county. There is no record of 
the number of times he spoke 
in 


Hushville, and elsewhere 
jn 
the 


county. He was last heard here two 
years Ago when lie Spot* at 
the 


Street Christian church 'o'n 


"The -Bible as 
Good Literature 


under the auspices of tlie 16eal pos 
of the Americiin Legion'.".'''" j v 
~ 'Mr. Beveridge's 'life is but another 
example of tlie future -that- lies be- 
fore any ambitious young man. Born 
of poor parents, he knew great pri- 
vations as a youth, but undauntec 
and overcoming obstacles that might 
have turned aside the Jess courag- 
eous, be obtained a college educa- 
tion. After fifteen years as a work- 
er in the ranks, Mr. Beveridge was 
honored by the republicans of In- 
diana with the nomination for U. S 
senator and he was elected in 1899 
His first speech on the 
Philippines 


won for- him immediate 
attention, 


because of its oratorical merit. Mr. 
Beveridge's chief claim 
to 
fame, 


however, lay in the work of his later 
years as a writer, his most notable 
work being the "Life of John Mar- 
shall," a biography of the famous 
justice of the U. S. supreme court.

villages around Tientsin erecte'd a 
monument and an inscribed tablet 
in honor of the American forces 
and in appreciation of their protec- 
tion of the area from the disorgan- 
ized troops of General Wu Pei-Fu. 


Wu had taken .a bad trimming 


from 
Chang Tso-lin. the 
Man- 


churian war lord, at Sbanhaikuan 
and it appears that the Fifteenth 
Infantry stepped in and saved the 
Chinese from pillage at the hands 
of his disbanded troops: 


Under the treaty, armed Chinese 


troops are prohibited from coming 
within two miles of the foreign 
concessions of Tientsin. 


The Fifteenth Infantry, the prin- 


cipal component unit of our sol- 
diers in China, stepped out in 1924 
and took the field to prevent Wu's 


| remnants from violating the proto- 
Icol, and its lines spread over the 
20 .villages mentioned at a time 
when- villages outside the lines are 
said to have been looted.' 


Subsequently the Chinese civil 


leaders in the saved territory pre- 
sented the monument and-, tablet 
with elaborate ceremonies. Major 
General William D. Connor, who 
now commands the Second Division 
at Fort Sam Houston, accepted wi^h 
a speech in Chinese. 
) 


One of the Chinese speakers ex- 


pressed himself as follows: 


"May.it be the pleasure of your 


great and glorious nation always to 
leave these troops in Tientsin, a 
necessary-protection for the Chi- 
nese from .themselves."

At that time, presumably, the 


! Chinese had little hopes that a 
strong National army might come 
up from the south to promise them 
freedom from banditry and military 
pillage. Even in these days, how-' 
ever, hiany of them probably have 
little objection' to the presence of 
troops in Tientsin.

of 15 he made the decision which 
directed his ilfe work by taking up 
the study of 
law. After. Ase\-eral 


years of study at night,, he entered 
DePauw University and 
completed 


his college course in 1885. 


He became an Indiana 
political 


figure, even before- he left 
school 


when, during the presidential cam 
paign of 1884, he 'was an .ardent 
worker for James G. Blainc. For 12 
years after his graduation he prac 
ticed law and made'political speech 
es throughout Indiana. 


His political work climaxed 
in 


1899 when he was elected U. S., 
senator from Indiana. Then followed 
his Philippine trip and his opening 
speech to the senate. • 


His oratorical powers made him 


the center of a bitter senate figlijl 
in 190<i, which developed around an 
amendment to the agriculture 
bill 


which provided for closer supervis- 
ion of the nieat packing industry. 
' The boy who had" risen from the 
plow t-o national fame met his first 
serious setback in ]910 when a dem- 
ocrat landslide in Indiana beat, him 
for re-election at the end of 
his 


second term. 


The .year T912 saw Beveridge bolt 


from the Republican party and cast 
his fortune with the/ Progressives. 
That year he jserved as chairman of 
the national convention and then ran 
for governor of Indiana on the Pro- 
gressive ticket. 


His last race for public office was 


in 1922 when Samuel M. 
Ralston, 


democrat, defeated him in a senate 
race. 


It was in 1912 that 
Beveridge 


made what is considered his greatest 
claim to fame-^-his book on Mar- 
shall. 


The book is the story of the life 


of the celebrated chief justice of the 
U. S., supreme court and a history 
of the decisions on which Marshall 
Imilt up the interpretation of 
the 


constitution as opposed to state's 
right and in favor of a centralized 
government. 


BWeridgp's last few weeks' 'of 


life were spent in the comparative 
privacy of his home, where he tried 
unsuccessfully to recover from the 
effects of an ailing heart.
